Here in Weather Tests 


Instruments in Small 


Bags to Chart Storm 


Data for Flyers—Some May Rise 
20 Miles High. : 


Free balloons, carrying meteor- 
ological instruments, were released 
today at the Lambert-St. Louis fly- 
ing field-observation station of the 


local office of the Weather Bureau 
as part of the most comprehensive 
series of tests ever undertaken by 
the Government to obtain data cal- 
culated to aid in charting and fore- 
casting storms and to assist avia- 
tors, particularly those contemplat- 
ing trans-Atlantic flights. It is ex- 
pected that some of the balloons 
may go as high as 20 miles. 

The first balloon was released 
at 1 a. m.. the second at 7 a. m. 
and the third at 1 p. m. A fourth 
will be released at 7 p. m. 

Each balloon is about three feet 
in diameter and carries a smail 
basket containing a light instru- 
ment which makes three graphs on 
a cylinder, registering theAempera- 
tures, air pressure, and humidity. 
The instrument is attached to a 
parachute which opens when the 
balloon bursts from hydrogen pres- 
sure in the thin air of high alti- 


tudes. 


Each instrument bears a card re- 
questing the finder te send it to the 
Weather Bureau office and receive 
a $5 reward. Sixty-two instru- 
ments out of 83 were returned 
during a series of similar tests in 
the winter of 1927-28. 

Roscoe Nunn, meteorologist at 
the local bureau, said that most of 
the balloons would be found prob- 
ably within 50 or 100 miles east 
of St. Louis. Wind variation and 
intensity, be said, might cause the 
balloons to drift further and in an- 
other direction. 

‘Have Climbed 22 Milles. - 

The balloons, ascending higher 
than man -can ever fly. have 
climbed to a height of 22 miles 
before bursting, Nunn said, and 
afford an opportunity to obtain 
information which may solve some 
of the mysteries of the atmosphere 
above 5000 feet, which contains 


air currents going often in opposite 
directions to those nearer the earth. 
Most of the balloons release their 
instruments at a height of eight 
miles. 

The tests are being conducted 
also at Topeka, Kan.; Sioux 
City, Ia; Amarillo, Tex:; Littie 
Rock, Ark.; Cincinnati, O., and 
Davenport, Ia., will be studied to 
find the relationship between con-

and the upper air. Cities in the 
Southwest and Middle Western 
areas have been chosen for the 
tests because it ts desired to ascer 
tain conditions under which 
southwestern storms center. 
Observers at the Weather Bu- 
reau in Washington awaited a mo- 
ment when an easterlf wind dri; 
occurred in the upper air, in- 
stead ef the usual westerly cur- 
rent before starting the tests. This 
westerly drift, Nunn said, above 
the variable currents, makes it 
much easier to fly to Europe than 
from Europe to the United States. 
In times of storm, he explained, 
winds become variable at eleva 
tions higher than 5000 feet. The 
balloons drift with the currents

The Plight of Property Owners. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

HE majority of newspaper readers 

are not aware of the fact that prop- 
erty owners in the city of St. Louis are 
facing a real crisis. This statement ap- 
plies particularly to those who own 
rental property, often erroneously re- 
ferred to as “income property.” 

The facts may be stated as follows: 
Over 25 per cent of all the apartments 
are vacant. The causes may be traced to 
overbuilding. During the past year build- 
ing has been curtailed with the result 
that many members of the building 
trades have left the city, thus adding 
to the vacancy list. The cost of main- 
tenance has increased with many own- 
ers being forced to lower rents. Prac- 
tically all apartment house owners have 
been obliged to install expensive refrig- 
eration plants. The prospective tenant 
demands a “concession” of one or two 
months’ rental, many jump their leases 
and receive concessions elsewhere, leay- 
ing the poor landlords to hold the 
empty bag. The owners of flats are in 
a desperate condition, many of them be- 
ing unable to pay taxes and mortgage 
interest. 

Already taxed out cf all proportion te 
income, they have been forced to pay 
large special tax bills for widening 
Streets. The present city administration 
has held an orgy of street widening. In 
the name of progress they cut ruthiess- 
ly through the homes of citizens with 
meager compensation to them. The 
widening of Vandeventer avenue im- 
poverished many. The proposed widening 
of Morgan street will throw a heavy 
burden upon a large area of taxpayers 
who will receive no direct benefit. The 
“progress” referred to dbove usually 
means that some real estate speculators 
will have their corners opened up. 

How long shall we sit idly by and not 
raise Our voices in protest?

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CHRISTMAS GREETINGS FROM EUROPE 

Since radio has become such an important factor 
in the daily life of the world, it has been said re 
peatedly that it would prove to be a powerful means 
of breaking down international distrust and building 
up a feeling of tolerance and friendship among the 
peoples of the earth. Anyore who thought a bit 
while listening to the Christmas day programs from 
Europe, broadcast throughout America, must have 
had this conviction borne in upon him. 

Holland, Germany and England sent Christmas 
greetings and good cheer to the United States through 
the ether. In the St. Louis region they were broad- 
cast from the national chain by stations KSD and 
EWE. An American program also was sent to Fu- 
rope. . 

To hear the unfamiliar voices from across the 
Water and picture the Yuletide scenes in London, 
Berlin and little Holland was fascinating. To re- 
alize the marvel of science that made these sus- 
tained broadcasts possible was a bit staggering. But 
to think of what radio may do for the peace and hap- 
piness of the world was the real significance of the 
day.

The whole 
circle of such legislation is reserved to the states in 
the designed preservation of local self-government 
and autonomy. Yet Congress is already flouting these 
reserved powers in its attempts to regulate lotteries, 
vice, food and drugs, child labor, maternity and edu- 
cation, and has been sustained in much of this usur- 
pation by five-to-four decisions of the Supreme Court.

The agricultural 
marketing act prescribed that the 
stabilization corporation be kept in 
the background and inactive uniess 
its assistance was necessitated by 
an emergency. 

20 Per Cent of Crop in First Year. 

It has been proposed, Williams 
said, that all cotton co-eperatives 
become members of the National 
Marketing Corporation, each sub- 
scribing stock on the basis of $1 for 
each bale handled this year. Co- 
operatives handled approximately 
1,250,000 bales, or about 10 per 
cent of the 1929 crop. At that 
rate, he pointed out, the corpora- 
tion could start operation with a 
paid-in capital of $1,253,000. Un- 
like the co-operatives as they now 
exist, the corporation would 1 per- 
mitted to handle the product of 
non-members in a quantity equal 
to the amount handled for mem- 
bers, theoretically giving the corpo- 
ration 20 per cent of the total cot- 
the crop in its first year of opera- 
tion.

The revived Municipal Art Com- 
mission will pags on future works 
for permanent display in public 
places, but not on the Gen. Lyon 
monument, criticism of which 
moved .Mavor Miller yesterday to 
appoint new members two years 
after the last terms expired. 

The Mayor has declared that he 
would fire the commission if it 
should report the monument unfit 
for public display. The 1915 ordi- 
nance creatinmg the commission 
likewise made no provision for 
judging monuments after their 
erection. 1 

Even on Kuture monuments ft 
will have only the right to have an 
opinion, not the power to enforce 
it. Some outstanding local artists 
and architects have declared that 
the commission should have the 
power to bar unfit monuments 
from display in public places. 

No monument, however, may le- 
gaily tee erected until the plans 
have been submitted to the com- 
ruission. In the case of “the horse 
monument,” the Board of Alder- 
men disregarded the commission 
which the Board had created and 
authorized erection of a memorial 
without any question of what sort 
it might be. 

Probably the Board utterly over- 
looked the fact that such a com- 
mission. had ever existed. It had 
not been heard from since 1921, 
when a sign-painter gratified an 
impulse to retouch the historic Carl 
Wimar paintings in the old Court- 
house. Terms of two members ex- 
pired in 1925, a few weeks after 
the ordinance authorizing erection 
of “a monument” was passed, and 
terms of the other four appointive 
members expired in 1927. 

Director Rogers of the Art Mu- 
seum, Park Commissioner Pape and 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service are ex-officio mem- 
bers. The ordinance requires ap- 
pointment with them of an archi- 
tect, a painter, a sculptor, a, land- 
scape architect and two other resi- 
dents of the city. 

Mayor Miller appointed Guy 
Study, architect, Arcade Building; 
Victor Berlendes, 1425 Kentucky 
avenue, sculptor: Frank Nuder- 
scher, painter, 317 North Eleventh 
street; John Noyes, landscape 
architect, Railway Exchange Build- 
ing; Edward A. Faust of 1 Port- 
land piace and Isaac A. Hedges. 

Nuderscher is known as the 
painter of backgrounds for displays 
in the Reptile House at the Zoo, 
and of the panorama of St. Louis 
displayed on a new ocean liner 
named for the city. Faust is a 
capitalist and a well known con- 
noisseur, and Hedges, who was 
Miller’s campaign manager. is 
manager of the Cupples Station 
property of Washington University.

It 
closed a day in which he placed 
wreaths or orchids on the tombs 
of George Washington and the un- 
known soldier, lunched as the, 
guest of Secretary and Mrs. Stim- 
son, and exchanged calls with 
Vice President Curtis.

At 8, promptly, he steps into 
the electric elevator and descends 
to the first floor. The dining room 
faces east and north, catching the 
morning sun, and looks out upon 
the circular garden, in the center 
of which is a rich marble fountain, 
patterned after one by Donatello, 
in the Palazzo Pitti at Florence.

This 
is Rockefellér’s secretary, Lester 
Davis. The books are the Bible; 
a compendium of poems and pray- 
ers containing an “uplift” message 
for each day; and a volume of the 
collected sermons of the Rev. Dr. 
Jowett. 


Three Rest Periods. 


Short selections are read from 
each of the three volumes. The 
reading is generally done by Davis 
or a guest. John D. focuses his 
entire attention upon these daily 
lessons and sometimes has a pass- 
age repeated. Then he retires to 
his study for the first of five daily 
rest periods. These come after 
each meal and following golf and 
motoring. He has so schooled him- 
self that he is able to will himself 
to sleep for five or ten minutes if 
he feels the need of such invigera- 
tion. 

Then he is ready for his morning 
paper. He reads or has read to 
him The New York Times in the 
morning, later The New York 
Evening Post. He follows world 
events in which he is interested 
with great care. 

While the papers are speculating 
upon the health of a great diplo- 
mat, of the possible overthrow of 
a foreign government, he has al- 
ready been informed of latest de- 
velopments through direct wires 
leading from Pocantico Hills to 
Standard Oil offices and, indirectly, 
to the remote places of the earth. 
There are over a hundred tele- 
phones at Pocantico, forty of them 
local, suburban and long distance 
lines. 

An hour after breakfast John 
D. goes to his rooms and dons golf 
togs. He generally wears an old 
cap with side flaps; one or two 
sweaters (depending upon the 
weather), rough, loose-fitting and 
with floppy collars; long trousers; 
dark golf shoes. He always wears 
gloves.
